litti district. 


The poltco version of tho affair Is 
that a sci u IK! of IB special police was 
panning when a window was thrown 
Up, a htuid holding' n ,<H callbro revol- 
ver was thrust out and a.shot'Hred. An- 
other window was raised, a hand thrust 
forth holding a revolver n«d n. second 
shot wad fired. Then the special polico 
begun shooting at the windows, i-'lfty 
or more bullets rattled ngainst the win- 
dows and doors of the tenements. 


Carmtlo Atltns. a striker, was ghot 


In the back as he ran from the scene. 
Three of flve men. nil gtrlukers, who 
were standing in an alley from which 
Jtlta* could not possibly have been 
seen, were arrested and charged with 
murder. All three had cracked heads 
when they were thrown Into cells at 
police headquarters. 
The polico say 
Salvaiore Bruno, one of the prisoners, 
haw a smoking gun In his hand when 
taken; Two ot the crowd got away. 


A crowd of nearly 10,000 gathered as 


if by magic ut the second of the shots. 
>tany persons had gone to the station 
early, having been told another at- 
tnmpt would be made to send children 
to Philadelphia, *The crowd was com- 
posed of; men and women strikers. 


The excitement In Common street 


Having subsided, the ' crowd turned 
down the street toward North Station, 
eheace to Essex street, the principal 
business thoroughfare.. All were sing- 
Ing: aonc wus disorderly., and they re- 
sembled n great crowd that hud turned 
out to witness some gnlu'uftalr, except 
when scores ot police, dashing reck- 
lessly In ami-out of tho ranks, would 
be hooted and lilssril. the jeers toeing 
succeeded by a big burning sound us If 
from mltllotts of boes. 
During all this time the police, ad- 


mittedly afraid of leaving their seats 
In automobiles and big freight drays 
were being urged by officials of the 
militiamen to "go In,nnd break them 
Up." 
For some reason not an armed 


militiaman was seen during tho entire 
affair. The polloe were given orders no 
to beat tfte women- on the hend but to 
beat them on the hi pa1 nnd. arms. "..-The

The noiil tnlnlntf Industry gradually 


become one ot the chief sources ot rail- 
way traffic. It Wda hot, however, a 
Kteady business.

•round. During such periods, the coal 
c«mp(uil«! whoso 
ownership 
had 


thoughtfully presented the local rail- 
way tnanagwn with blocks ot their
